STORM’S PATH. 


<The cold wave and storm of 
Monday forenovoon was followed 
in mid-afternoon by wind gale 
that started trouble that wrecked 
trees, buildings and interrupted 


power lines all over Crawford 
county. 
The heavy winds started at 


about 3:00 p. m. and didn’t let up 
until the following morning. 
Down-town signs Were turn from 
their fastenings, trees lcancd over 
until some upturned from the 
roots, some of the latter falling 
across power lines, barns were 
wrecked and twisted and in one 
wistance a roof was blown com 
pletely off its structure. 
Grayling electric Jines were 
damaged at 5:32 p.m. near the 
James McDonnell home north of 
ivwn, putting the city out of elec- 


wie service for 40 minutes. Later ' 


in the night a huge poplar tree 
in front of the Mrs. Herb Gothro 
home fell across the power lines 
1urther complicating the service. 
These had to be cleared away be- 
tore electric service could be 
resumed. 

In all sections of the city trees 
were down, some of which nar- 
icwily missed doing serious dam- 
age to homes, garages and other 
out-buildings. 

AU along the highways leading 
out of the city scures of trees lay 
uprooted. Several beautiful pine 
trees near the Ralph Collen home 
at Lake Margrethe suffered sim- 
ar fates. The roof of the 
VanVleck store at Lake Marg- 
rethe was complctely blown off 
and lay flat on the ground. There 
were trees down. trees down and 
trees down wherever one might 
look. At the Hartwick Pines 
park, all along one edge trees 
were lain flat, and others leaning 


far over and will have to be re-: 


moved. The damage within the 
Pines park area was considerable, 
Nearly 500 trees are reported 
cown. 

In the city the Mrs. Hartley 
Grocery store was slightly dam- 
aged when the wind ripped off 
the false top and aid slignt dam- 
age to the rocf. One of the large 
plate glass windows at tne Burke 
garage was blown in, as was also 
one at the Charles Moshier ser- 
vice station. 

The barn at the former 
farm in Maple Forest was flatten- 
ed, and also the barn of Jam:-s 
F. Knibbs in Maple Forest . was 
badly twisted and -ruined.

« WASHINGTON. —Littie known fact 
tegarding Britain's attempt to aid 
Greece was that this time, the Brit 
ish were not caught entirely nap- 
ping. Several weeks before the 
Itahan advance, they had smuggled 
one division of Australian troops into 
Greece, and fhey afe now reported 
to be holding the passes im the rug- 
ged mountains of Macedonia. 
However, the total Australian 
force is not much more than 20,000 
men, a mere drop in the bucket 
compared with Italy's 200,000 troops 
now advancing from Albania. 
Biggest help the British can give 
the Greeks, of course, is at sea. 
There have been no major engage- 


, ments between the British and Ital- 
i jan fleets chiefly because the Ital- 


ians have kept pretty well out of 
sight. But now, with the necessity 
of sending a constant stream of sup- 
plies to a large army, the Italians 
into some major 
engagements with the British. 

Unquestionably, if the Greeks 
should fall, it would be Jugoslavia's 
turn next. With the support of the 
Jugoslavy army, the Greeks would 
have a real chance, for the Serbs 
are among the best fighters in Eu- 
rope. However, the Balkans seem 
to be following the same policy of 
the Dutch and Belgians; that is, 
letting Hitler pick them off one by 
one.

LABOR TRUCES 

Defense Commissioner Sidney 

Hillman's crack labor advisory 


board is making use of an old ad- 
age, “an ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure’ to over- 
come one of the most serious ob- 
stacles to preparedness—work stop- 
page. 

Quietly, the board has adopted 
the rule of getting employers and 
workers together on a mutual agree- 
ment for the settlement of disputes 
before activity is begun on a de- 
fense project. 

This new system ensures labor 
the protection of its rights, and at 
the same time safeguards the em- 
ployer from loss through strikes or 
jurisdictional squabbles between ri- 
val unions. 

Mustrative of the plan is the 
agreement arranged between the 
contractors building the new six- 
ways shipyard at Orange, Texas. 
for the Consolidated Stee] corpura- 
tion of Los Angeles, and the unions. 
Tt was negotiated by Charles Mac- 
Gowen, able vice president of the 
A. F. of L. bo:lermakers and a 
member of the labor advisory board. 

Before a spade was put to ground, 
MacGowen secured from Harry 
Morton, contractor representative, 
an agreement guarantecing payment 
of prevailing wages, time-and-a-half 
for overtime, Gouble time for Sun- 
Guy and holiday work, and no lock- 
outs. In exchange, Morton secured 
from labor a no-strike guarantee 
and arovitration of jurisdictional dif- 
ferences,

U. 8S. BLANKETS 

Cable dispatches have made no 
reference to it, but one factor cred- 
ited by military authorities with 
helping to maintain the morale of 
bomb-battered Londoners has been 
several hundred thousand American 
blankets. They have been a life- 
saver for the harried men, women 
and children crowded into dank, 
subterranean shelters. 

Same time ago the British Red 
Cross cabled a frantic appeal tor 
blankets for use in air-raid shelters. 
The American Red Cross decided to 
buy the durable and warm blankets 
used by the U. S. army, which av- 
erage around $6 apiece inémass 
wholesale lots, but immediately ran 
into serious tangles. 

One was the fact that the govern- 
ment was heavily in the market for 
blankcts for the army and navy, 
and if the Red Cross also entered 
the market. prices would certainly 
skyrocket.
